Dr. Ira Ralston of Odell-Mac- 
Connell described the SAC 
parking situation as “a real 
nasty problem” when he pre- 
- sented the lenghty consultants’ 
feasibility study to the college 
board of trustees Tuesday. 
While the report stressed that 
all required academic spaces for 
a full-time day enrollment of 
7500 can be accommodated on 
the present campus, it was ex- 
plained that present surface 
parking for this enrollment is 
not sufficient. 
Qdell-MacConnell said _ that 
approximately 1050 surface 
parking spaces can be provided 
within the existing boundaries

This is not enough to ac- 
commodate 7500 students, or 
for an enrollment of 3000, 
assuming that parking for 50 
per cent of the student body 
and 100 per cent of the faculty 
and staff will be required. 

It appeared to the consul- 
tants that three possible solu- 
tions exist. 

First, there is the philosophy 
of a “first come, first serve” 
basis, forcing the rest of the 
parking to surrounding streets. 
.-..second solution would be the 
acquisition of additional land. 


Suggested areas would provide 
surface parking for approxi- 
mately 438 and 565 cars re- 
spectively. 
If acquired, however, the 
college would have only enough 
land to accommodate slightly 
more than’ 50 per cent of the 
parking requirements for a full- 
time enroliment of 3000 stu- 
dents, ; ; 


Estimated cost of acquiring | 
the land and surfacing it for 
parking would be nearly 
$1,800,000. 


Third solution, and the one 
recommended by the consul- 
tants, would be the development 
of multi-level parking within 
the confines of the present

campus boundary, utilizing the 
area now occupied by the tem- 
porary buildings. 

It. is estimated that nearly 
675 cars could be parked per 
level. Two levels would be re- 
quired to accommodate an en- 
rollment of 3000 full-time stu- 
dents. Cost of a two-level struc- 
ture would approach $2,400,- 
000. ; 

Arguments in favor of multi- 
story parking, even thought it 
would cost more initially, is 
that the college would have the 
flexibility of providing addition- 
al parking, if required, by add- 
ing other levels without acquir- 
ing additional land.

1838 ASB Cards

Odell-MacConnell unveiled its 
eight-month, in-depth study of 
the Santa Ana College campus 
Tuesday, and dealt in detail with 
projected enrollments, building 
usage, parking, and district re- 
organization, 

Dr. Ira, Ralston, speaking for 


‘the Palo A'lto consulting firm, re- 


leased a massive 47-page feasibil- 
ity study that recommends the 
college board of trustees “exert 
the necessary leadership . . . to 
resolve the matter of junior col- 
lege district organization.” 

Investigations by the consul- 
tants have indicated that if the 
district were limited to just Santa 
Ana students, the potential en- 
rollment of full-time day stu- 
dents would be approximately 
38000 by 1979-80. 

If district boundaries change . 
in accordance with central dis-- 
trict recommendation presented 
in the ’60 Allen-Briscoe report, 
the potential enrollment could 
reach approximately 7500 full- 
time day students. 

Because the varying enrollment 
range was established, the ques- 


tion became one of whether a

maximum of 7500 full-time day 
students could be accommodated 
at the present campus. 

(For planning purposes, full- 
time day students is perhaps the 
most usable student enrollment 
figure, say the consultants. The 
average ratio of total enrollment 
to full-time enrollment is ap- 
proximately 3:1.) 

TOTAL ENROLLMENTS 

A college designed to accom- 
modate a possible 7500 full-time 
students could reasonably be ex- 
pected to attract a total enroll- 
ment of 15,000 to 20,000 stu- 
dents, say the consultants. 

It was concluded by the con- 
sultants that all required ada- 
demic space for this projected 
enrollment can be accommodated 
on the present campus. There are 
now, in permanent facilities, 47 
instruetional spaces.. The report 
indicated that 22 additional in- 
structional spaces will be needed 
to accommodate 3000 full-time 
students. If the present pattern 
of student enrollment remains as 
it is today, these spaces will be 
needed by 1964-65. 

Details dealt with using many 
of the present permanent facil- 
ities to ultimate building needs, 
then adding to some facilities and 
erecting new buildings. 

REMODELING 

It was indicated that some re- 
modeling can be accomplished to 
present structures, however, any 
multi-story construction would 
probably be confined to additions 
to existing buildings and to new 
construction as additional stories 
on present buildings would be 
expensive construction. 


Odell-MacConnell outlined im- 
plementation of a master plan in 
four phases, the first only meet- 
ing immediate needs. Phase One 
would provide permanent ca- 
pacity for an enrollment of 3000 
full-time day students; the 
second, 4500; the third, 6000; 
and the fourth for 7500. 


Phase one should include a 
science building, humanities, stu- 
dent center, administration, 
health education, and technical- 
vocational. This will be looked 
at in depth in next week’s El 
Don. 

It was also the opinion of the 
consultants that eleven temporary 
buildings originally interfded for 
only a two-year period and in use 
nearly 15 years should be aban- 
doned and replaced with: more 


serviceable permanent-type build-: 


ings as rapidly as possible. 
In making the feasibility study, 
the consultants stressed that only 


the permanent buildings were | 
considered in a study of space. 


utilization. 
COST ESTIMATE 
Cost of Phase One was roughly 
estimated at approximately $1,- 
855,500. By next June, there will 
be nearly $1,100,000 in the col- 
lege building fund. President 


John E. Johnson will discuss the 


survey with the staff and college 
trustees, proceeding from that 
point in possibly implementing 
the most desirable and urgently 
needed recommendations of 
Odell-MacConnell. 

‘Of the present enrollment, 
sixty per cent of the students do 
not reside in the S. A. district. ‘To 
cover the cost of their education 
the district of residence pays to 
Santa Ana the actual cost of in- 
struction plus $300 for each unit 
of A.D.A. The latter amount may 
be used only for capital outlay 
expenditures.
